LOST ITALIAN AVIATOR IS FOUND 


CITY OFFICIALS RESTRAINED MISSING FLIER 
FROM ISSUING BONDS UNDER 
COUNTY COURT INJUNCTION 


An nnexpected development in the effort to Invalidate the three bond 


issues voted on favorably by the people of this community last June took 
place on Saturday evening when Judge Turner Clement of the Pittsyl- 
vama circuit court granted a temporary injunction against an city offic- 
ials preventing them from taking any farther action towards issuing 
school, street or sewer bonds. The injunction is returnable on October 
25th unless a counter move on the part of the city attorney to bring about 
its dissolution precipitates a judicial decision prior to that date.

Greater Freedom 


HARTFORD. Conn.. Augi 25.—Ama- 
teurs of America will hereafter be 
free to send and receive messages at 
any time of day or night, under con- 
ditions which will insure against in- 
terference with broadcasting.*" 
-ThiS"t«H-l>e the effect of*a''decsion 
of'the Bureau of Navigation Depart- 
ment of Commerce, by 'which 
ama- 


teurs _are permitted to use special low 
wave lengths in transmission outside 
of the "quiet hours' heretofore al- 
lotted_them 
The action was obtain- 


ed after an extended campaign and 
urgent application made by the Am- 
erican Radio Relay League, the na- 
tional association of radio amateurs. 


Heretofore amateurs were gener- 


ally confined to 
the 
use of wave- 


lengths between 150 and 200 meters. 
and then only during- certain 
w hen

broadcasting would be at a minimum. 
This limited the original radio fans

tween 75 and 89 meters 40 to 43 me- 
ters. 20 to 22 meters and 4 to 5 me- 
ters, on CW only, for use at any 
time they desire 
The "quiet hour" 


order stands for amateur transmis- 
sion on the 150 to 200-meter wave 
length 


Before availing themselves of this 


privilege, amateurs must anc'y to the 
radio supervisor of their districts to 
operate on any one or all of the new 
wave length, and get their license? 
properly amended. 
They must also 


use a "coupled circuit" in the trans- 
mitter, so as to reduce interference 
to a minimum. 


A further provision is made that 


this arrangement will not be permit- 
ted where the 
amateur station is 


so situated as to produce obpection- 
able Interference 
with 
"other ser- 


vices." 


These privileges are of necessity 
tentative because of the rapid de- 
velopment of radio communication, 
which may later necessitate still fur- 
ther changes in. wave lengths.

RICHMCOCD, Va, 
Aug. 23—The 


same farmers who started co-operative 
maraketing- of tobacoo in VUrgtma 
four \ears ago, filled the Caroline 
Courthouse here toda-v. reviewed their 
work,.found it good and renewed their 
allegiance to the Tobacco Growers 
Co-operative Association Dr. J Y 
Joyner, former superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction for North Carolina and 
a director of the tobacco association 
and J H. Quisenberrj district agent 
of extension for Virginia, addressed 
the mass-meeting' -which overflo-ner 
the courthouse here 
Dr Jo\ner congratulated the Caro- 
line county farmers upon starting -what 
he termed the biggest mo\ement in 
the South today,-he told the Caroline 
farmers that they had started the 
movement -which has broupht mi'linn 
of dollars more to the farmers of Vir- 
ginia and the Carohnas than tney 
could have hoped to obtain -without 
it m the downward trend of price 
which carried other farm commodities 
back to pre-war le\els and lert to- 
bacco almost double its cash -vaiue n 
1914 
Dr. Joyner reported steady pro- 
gress of the tobacco association *n the 
Carohnas, stating that it has begun 
its third year of marketing b> raising 
the cash ad\ances on all methum ano 
low grade tobaccos delivered by the 
members and that toda> every mem- 
ber in South Carolina can recer e 75 
per cent of the cash value of his to- 
bacco upon delivery "which is an 
amount of cash that is greater than 
his entire 
offerings 
over a period 


of years preceding the world war 
J 
H Quisenberry who -was wel- 
comed today by the producers of the 
sun-cured weed as the earl} pioneer 
and leader of their marketing associa- 
tion, declared that the man who had 
the heroism to pool a second crop of 
sun-cured tobacco when not a single 
leaf of their first pool had been sold 
would never waver in their lo-valtv 
to co-operate marketing 
He recaJled 
the fact that san-cured tobacco was 
selling for $6 75 when the farmers of 
the sun-cured district of Virzmia first 
organized to market their crops that 
the same to'oaco \vhifh ^\as pooled and 
contained 60 per cent of jugs was sold 
for an average of S11 "0 
He recalled 
G^!i&3B*'3^r£hojise ln 192° bought 
ICOOO ponnds 'of rejected sun-cured 
tobacco fir the sum of $400 00 and 
asked the growers to compare their 
present position w;th the beginnings of 
he associations in 1320 
Instead of sacrificing anvthmg for

movement. Mr 
Quisenberry begged the Virginia far- 
mers to realize that they had made an 
almost immeasurable gain which he 
stated would build a firm foundation 
for the prosperity of their children.

Watching Over The Brake Linings 


Correct Brake-Band Adjustment* Conserve Lining Material 


HAVE-YOU EXAMINED your car's foot-brake bands lately? It is 


well worth while to do so. occasionally, (or the service obtainable from 
brake-band linings largely depends upon the uniformity with which the 
(•brie wears away. If it wears thin evenly throughout Its length, the 
full service value of the material is obtainable, but If it wears through 
prematurely, at some particular spot, while the rest of it is still fairly 
thick, a very large part of its usefulness will have to be sacrificed, for 
the band cannot be judiciously used with the fabric broken through at 
any point and the lining wW have to be discarded early. 
When the 


lining becomes entirely gone, at a certain section, that part of the bare 
band is contracted against- the netal brake drum, with the result that 
the band itself may be worn through and the surface of the drum may 
be roughened and finally deeply grooved, which condition will reduce 
the usefulness of future linings until the drum surface again becomes 
smooth and flat. A brake with Its lining partly gone, will exert reduced 
holding power and probably be very sqneaky. Another cause of grooved 
drums and squeaking is the use of rivets which are not of soft metal 
and which are not countersunk deeply enough into the lining to keep 
them out of contact with the dram. The main cause of uneven brake- 
lining wear is failure to allow the same amount_of clearance between it 
and the drum, at all parts of the circumference, the result being that 
when the band is contracted, it tightens only or mainly at the part 
which is closest to the drum and most of the wear is concentrated there, 
with the effect of rapidly «h«imt«s; down the lining locally. Most foot- 
brake bands have three points of support—the back anchor and the 
two end connections—and by carefully adjusting these points, the 
band can be made to have pVactlcally a uniform clearance with the 
drum, throughout Its entire length. About 1-32 Inch is She clearance 
usually specified and a piece of sheet metal of this thickness can be 
oscid aa a feeler m varftyta* tt. TJsJee* the band itself is so bent as 
nataraOy to assume a circular form, when in position, uniform clear- 
ance can hardly k* attained. As the lining wears thinner, all three 
band support points must he readjusted Inwardly, (or ft the back anchor 
is not so adjusted, the ends of the lining will .wear through prematurely, 
while the rest of the material has tote of life ra it.

But with 
all that, a fan can encounter many 
difficulties when It comes to listen- 
ing in. 


These difficulties lie in improper 


attention to certain important tech- 
nical details that must be Kept in 
mind while a set is being wired. 


There is the matter of soldering, 


for instance. A crudely soldered con- 
nection may cause trouble in receiv- 
ing that is hard to trace down. Ex- 
perience is requfred in making a good 
job of soldering but this can be ac- 
quired with practice. 
How to Solder

than a dab of solder on the joint. 
Not only must the iron be hot but 
the joint, too.
